Returned To Exile 


In 1908, he was arrested once 
more and sent back to his place 
of exile, where he remained until 
the outbreak of the World War. 


During the war, Voroshiloff 
worked in Petrograd and Tsarit- 
sin, plants, organising workers for 
revolution. He participated in 
the October revolution in 1917 
which brought the Bolsheviks to 
power, and worked with Dzerz- 
ninsky in the dreaded Cheka, but 
later was sent to fight the While 
Guard armies in the Ukraine. 

This launched his military car- 
eer which included participation 
in the Soviet-Polish War in 1920, 
and in the rout of Denikin’s arm- 
ies. In March, 1920  Voroshiloff 


helped crush the rebellion of the 
Krondstadt sailors, and soon af‘er- 
wards he was appoined chief of 
the North Caucasian Military Dis— 
trict.
